Anytli'lng that can bo said of Horculr.- 


Tioum and its sister city, Poir.puii, umsc 
provo interesting at the present day. This 
is moro particularly true of thu former, 
both booauso of its terrible doom and the' 
mcuKerness of historiral details which 
havo boon handed do\ra concerning is. 
llorculaneum was a-city of Campania,-be- 
tween Naples and Pompeii, situated at the 
foot of Vesuvius on a hill overlooking the 
nea. It derived -its name from Hcreuli's, 
whom tradition names us its founder. 
When overwhelmed by the lava tidu from 
Vesuvius in the reign of the Km purer 
Titus, A. TJ. TO, it. wus a city of wealth 
and culture, larger than Pompeii and the 
favorite summer residuiico of many rich 
Roman citizens. The inhabitants seemed 
to havo no dread of tho terrible volcano at 
their doors, which was one day to hint 
thorn from muting tho living, but) clwolt 
within its shadow, happy and contented, 
though repeated warnings woro given 
thorn In tho shape of disastrous' earth- 
iiuiikos. By mil! of these a pure of l-Ion-.u- 
laueum was thrown down and buried, but 
by.tho enterprise of i»s citizens this city 
as woll as Pompeii, which hurt been al- 
most entirely destroyed, was rebuilt and 
restored. 
Ileroulaneum was a center of art and 


beauty us well as luxury and sybaritish- 
iicss. 
Tho houses of tho rich wero. very 


elaborate, and oven extravagant. 
Thii 


most important upui-tmi-rit wus tlie atrium, 
which pri-stMited a splendid appearance. 
Hero tlio owner received his visitors, who 
were not udmitta.1 to tlio inner rooms. 
Tho atrium .vas large, with a central 
opening i^bove culled the cumpUivium, to- 
ward whieh tin.' roof sloped, so us to throw 
tliu rainwater into a cistern .in thu Hour, 
styled tho impliivimii. 
This warer WUH 


iis-ed for hiiusc-liold purposes, tho ddnkinf 
water being obtained from a well 01 
spring.

Oneof tho chief problems of the-aver- 


age -Tillage or saburban resident is the

- Tho result is a clamp, 
disease brceding<spot located under tho 
very noses of tho family, to genei-ats 4ho 
gorms of typhoid fever, malaria, flies 
und a host of tho other ills of the suburb- 
an resident. In most cases.natnro does 
ull it can to counteract the sins of man- 
kind.oud these "slop holes" are usually 
partially concealed and covered up with 
a growth, of rank weeds, useless and un- 
sightly except as they may absorb the 
disease germs or hide tho mud und 
filthy, debris of the slops. Such a condi- 
tion-of things is simply intolerable aud 
should bo forbidden by law. 


Tlio most common system of dispos- 


ing of :slops is .by an ordinary tile dram 
nm'niiig from the house sink to a sunken 
bawd or bottomless oistorn of' brick or 
stone—a cesspool. This system removes 
'ihe filth from tho surface aud hides it 
from tho sight and for a tiiae at least 
from tho smell. 
Instead of scattering 


tho wastes to the four winds of heaven 
it concentrates it in a holo to ferment 
and rot. The result is tlio deadly sowor 
gas and intolerable stenches. The cess- 
pool and drain are on}y tolerable when 
thoy aro thoroughly drained and trapped 
aud clc;uiBd out, at least twice a week.

area in grass will not find one advau- 
tago in fall plowing that 'tlio man will 
whoso land-is largely put in oats, corn 
and potatoes. Tho former will find his 
fall work fully as pressing as bls sPrlD8 
work. 
Ho will have as much time m 


tlio spring as in tho fall to plow the 
Around for spring crops. 
But not so 


with the man who sows but little wheat 
and puts much of his.land i= oats, corn 
and potatoes. 
His work will certainly 


drive him in the spring. 
Ho will find 


more timo in tho fall to do a part of thu 
plowing for spring crops than ho will 
Cud in tho spring to do it all.

If soil is of this characte 


the chances are in favor of. fall plowiuj 
boing advantageous, while if soil is of 
tlio char.-icter that is inclined to. fuse 
and harden it may not'bo advantageous 
to fall plow. 
Again, a sod is more apt 


to be retentive and refractory than stub-. 
bio ground or ground that has been 
stirred during tho finmmer. Tho frosts 
and snows and rams of winter will 
probably be valnablo aids in converting 
a toogh sod into a mellow seed bod, if 
plowed in tho fall, whereas a stubble Or 
cornetalk field, if fall plowed, may have 
to be plowed again in the spring. 


In passing let me say that the mold- 


board of the plow for plowing sod in 
the spring should bo long and of gentle 
curvature; th<ju it will turn tho fur- 
row slice exactly upside down, and 
without break, and ouo may make -a 
mellow seed bed w:thout pulling up OQ 
the surface pieces < t turf to grow. But 
the plow for fall plowing of sod should" 
havo a more sharply curved moldboard, 
that tho furrow Mice may bo broken up 
aud somo pieces be stood on end. Then 
the frost, will havo a good chance at tho 
tough sod during the winter. 


It should not he ignored that a very 


decided advantage of fall plowing is 
the destruction of insects and larvtc. I 
believe that the practice of observant 
farmers has shown them that foil plowed 
ground is freer from noxious insects auc 
vorms, and also from weeds.

Tlio Electric Weed Killer. 


Advantage has boon taken of the eleo 


trie current to destroy weeds that gr 
by railroad trucks. A mild cnrroni o 
electricity acts as a stimulant to sue 
plants, but a current Strong enough t 
disintegrate the tissues will kill them 
To accomplish this io a largo way a ca 
is provided with au engine, an alteruat 
ing dvnamo and au induction coil. On 
terminal of this induction coil is con 
uected to tlio earth through tho ca 
trucks. 
A well insulated cablo lead 


from the other terminal to a mctall 
strip behind tho car, which stretches 
across tho track a short distance above 


ground and is provided with many 


fine wires pendent from it, liko the 
teeth of a rsko. Through thoso teeth tho 
electric discharge takes place, and :tuy 
weed touched receives a deadly current 
through ft. 
As-the cur is polled along 


tho track every weed is at once killed, 
and with such au apparatus many 
miles of railway may be quickly and 
cheaplv freed from weeds. 


A writer in Tho Cosmopolitan, who 


described tho foregoing, says that n sim- 
ilar plan is feasible for ridding culti- 
vated fields frou> 
such troublesome 


posts as thistles, daisies, chicory or nny 
other whoso stems at any time -roach 
above tho grass around them. A two 
wheeled vehicle liken horso rake, carry- 
ing a suitable secondary battery, a mo- 
chanical uurroutultcruator aud a. proper 
induction coil, could bo driven across u 
field ami kill every plant its teeth 
should touch.
